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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. As 
stated in the previous office action, the combination of Awamoto et al. (US 6,720,940) and the Applicant's admitted prior art (APA) is seen 
as proper and sufficient in teaching all the limitations of at least independent claims 1 and 7 and additionally claim 1 1 when combined with 
Nagai (US 6,01 1 ,355). To further explain the combination of Awamoto and APA, the only claimed limitation lacking from Awamoto is 
specifically altering the setup interval based on the temperature of a display panel. Awamoto, otherwise, teaches applying different 
waveforms for different temperatures. Clearly the waveforms in B in fig. 6 are different from those in C. The APA discloses two different 
waveforms with different setup intervals. The APA also teaches that at certain temperatures these setup intervals cause misfires. It 
seems obvious that one of ordinary skill in the art, that when presented with these facts, would have been driven to apply the different 
setup intervals, of APA, at optimum temperatures for each waveform, as taught by Awamoto. 
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
